Great E x 
ciTEME.vr, ÁC.—The riot at Cloave- 
laiid,- Ohio, on the 17th iiist., com­ 
menced on account ofliie discovery 
of portions of hninaii bodies in the 
cess pool of the Ilomoiopatliic 
College, wliich were idcntiliecl by 
tho friends of the dead. 
Tliis caus­ 
ed great excitement, and, to satisfy 
the public miiid, a committee of five 
citizens 
w a s, appointed 
to 
go 
through the building and cr-taminc 
every part. 
A t dark, tlie crowd 
increased largely, and hundreds, 
with lanlcnis, bludgeons, Ac., wore 
congregated about tho building.— 
Every door, from tho fii'st to tlie 
fourth story, was burst in by the 
committee, the mob occupying the 
stairs, Ac., awaiting ihoir report. 
In the dissecting room, situated 
in the cock-loft, the coimnittee 
found the bodies of a man atiu wo­ 
man jiartly dissected, and a dry­ 
goods box iilied with feet, heads, 
trunks and other portions of hodies- 
One of the coimnittee recognized 
the hand of his own daughter by 
unmistakable inai-ks. 
The crowd 
then went in and ransacked tho 
rooms casting Ihcir contents from 
the wiiidoivs. 
A full lengtli skele­ 
ton was lashed to a barber’s pole, 
and carried about the streets, the 
building was twice fired, and ex- 
tinguislied by the authorities. 
The 
Light. Artillery and several m ilita­ 
ry' companies were called out and 
were on guard, as well as the civil 
anihorities. 
The mop continued about the 
building the whole day, and fears 
were entertained of a renewal of 
tlie attack to night.
